We drove back to tho 
DeMerritt House having ridden 
thirty-five miles that day. At 
this hotel we were very hospita¬ 
bly entertained and congratulated 
ourselves on our good success iu 
finding entertaining landlords. 

The next morning we were up 
bright and early that we might 
start for Berliu, N. H-, thirty-five 
miles from there. We were told 
that for the first part of the drive 
we had to go thirteen miles 
through the woods before we came 
to a house. We expected this, 
would be very lonesome, but wo 
really enjoyed it, and wished all 
the way were like it.

1 And when have I 
personally visited tlie prisoner or tlie 
desperate or the sinful in any Way that 
lias actually caused me suffering? 
Rather I have followed the conven¬ 
tional, soft habits of my position and 
have lived in the society of the rich, 
refined, aristocratic members of my con¬ 
gregations.

What have I suffered for 


Jesus’ sake? Do you know, Calvin”-—- 
the bishop turned abruptly toward his 
friend—“I have been tempted of late 
to lash myself with a scourge. If I had 
lived iu Martin Luther's time, I would 
have bared my back to a self inflicted 
torture. ’’ 

Dr. Bruce was Very pale. Never had 
he seen the bishop or heard him when 
under the influence of such a passion.

FIRST MAINE NEWSPAPER. 

<>ue hundred and fifteen years 
ago yesterday, the people of Fal¬ 
mouth and vicinity were reading 
the first copy of the first news¬ 
paper ever published in Maine.

1900 NOT A LEAP YEAR. 

Although 1900 is divisible by 4 
yetitisuot a leap year as our 
readers are fully aware. Our last 
leap year was 1890 and ‘another 
will not occur until 1904. 

To make a complete revolution 
the earth requires 365 days, 5 
hours, 48 minutes, 49 7 seconds. A 
common year has only 365 ddys 5 
hence each common year, falls 
short of a true year 5 hours, 48 
minutes, 49.7 seconds. In four 
years this produces a loss of 23 
hours, 15 minutes, 18,S seconds. 
As this is so near a day, or ‘24 
hours, one day is added once in 4 
years which makes our leap year; 
this however makes an excess each 
four years of 44 minutes, 41.2 ‘sec¬ 
onds, and in 100 years an excess of 
18 hours, 37 minutes, and 10 m*c- 
onds; this excess being nearly *24‘ 
hours, a day is dropped once f 300 
years, which accounts for ( k of

Of Matanzas Do 
Business. 


CUBA KATE JORDAN. 
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During the shortest walk on a Cuban 
street you are sure to hear some vender 
crying his wares. Here conies an egg 
seller with his “Huevos frescos!” The 
notes are sweet and high, with a falset¬ 
to trill on the last syllable. He comes 
down the middle of the street, holding 
a wooden bray before him, with the 
precious eggs, which just now, owing 
to Cuba’s devitalized .condition, are 
selling at 8 and 10 cents apiece, arrang¬ 
ed in careful lines. 

A dairyman turns the corner. He 
has two mules on a string. More often 
he has three. Each of them hears sacks 
of cane matting filled with milk cans. 
He sits sideways on the first, and his 1 
insistent chant is interrupted by yells 
of command and the flick of a lash to ! 
the mules following. 

The wood carrier who rolls his bar- 
row into the next street is littered with 
splinters and shavings. He moves his 
old head as if with palsy and keeps up 
a monotonous, rolling song. 

Sweetest of all. a minor, barbaric 
trail \Vhieh Saxon tongue cannot easily 
imitate; is the appealing song of the 
fruit merchant. His shoulders are 
weighted by the heavy banana stalks, 
and the mule which jogs beside him 
has pineapples aud yams distending 
the great pouches falling on each side 
of his back. 

1 once heard the cry of a fruit seller 
In a lonely lane, in a weird, yellow 
twilight, in the shadow of the grim 
hospital of Sautn Isabel, with the bar 
sinister of recent yellow fever upon it 
and a ruined casa beside his waiting 
mule. It was as if a grave opened and 
a voice spoke, the complaining sorrow 
of Cuba in the strain. 

Over the Ynmuri bridge you reach 
the Taseo, a broad avenue, edged by a 


But after some exertion and a wish 
that your teacher had taught you some 
profane Spanish that might apply par¬ 
ticularly to. cocheros, you hire a ba¬ 
rouche for one hour for a Spanish dol¬ 
lar and drive around the town, getting 
flashing impressions of the life and 
the people. 


This is the hilly end of Riela street, 
Matanzas. The bright yellow and sky 
blue length of low houses twists like a 
gay striped ribbon to a perspective 
where an American flag flares in a 
splash of green. 

It is a winter day, hot, dry and 
breezy, the sun pouring from a dome of 
marvelous blue. No, not blue; we 
call the summer sky at home blue, so 
another word must be coined to ex-

sea’ wall. There is a curious collec¬ 
tion of venders here—boys with live 
quail, which are tied by the feet and 
held With heads down, fluttering, sigh¬ 
ing bunches of feathers. Victims of 
slow torture in the clutch of these un¬ 
imaginative owners; young and old 
mulattoes, variously tattered, selling 
small loaves with slices of guava 
paste between; a whole family in a 
shady Spot weaving the big, native hat 
with grassy brim; negro boys, half 
asleep, leaning on the sea wall like 
caricatures in ebony of Raphael's 
"Cherubs," palls of shrimps before 
them; honey sellers with the lumps of 
dripping comb like congealed sun shin¬ 
ing between lettuce leaves. 

As you leave the Paseo to return to 
the more crowded streets you see one 
of the commonest sigliis in Cuba, a horse 
bearing Its master as well as Its own 
rations, an enormous lond of grass and 
loaves. These Cuban ponies are some 
times so small and the burden they car¬ 
ry so huge it often seems as they come 
toward you that a green hill has sup¬ 
plied itself with four slim legs. 

The Plaza is the headquarters for the 
coehos of the town. These are ba¬ 
rouches in every stage of decrepitude 
with a horse to match and a lolling 
driver with ever ready whip. 

You may not have any cochcro you 
select oven if he has not a fare. Per¬ 
haps you want to go too far and it Is 
near his breakfast hour, or he objects 
knowingly to a direction which forces 
him to pay toil at a bridge, of Ids r.uy 
be a horse which never goes up hill be¬ 
cause he would very likely die after 
he had reached the top, or ho may be 
asleep inside his coehe, and among the 
cocheros, as among all the work people 
In Culm, a nap in the warm part of the 
dfly has a charm far above that of any 
peseta ever coined,

press the dazzling glory of this color, 
which is all things, deep and bright, 
flaming like a luminous dye, yet soft 
with infinite depth, drenching the town 
with its brilliance and only- finding a 
sister color when it looks upon the bay, 
whose very spray is streaked with blue 
as it frets the coast line of Matanzas. 

Riela street is always busy, but there 
is no crowd and no hurry. The people 
amble iu single file along the narrow 
pavements, which scarcely measure 
more than a yard in width, a chance 
American officer stepping to the gutter 
when progress is barred and returning 
to the sidewalk when he is ahead of 
the procession. 

It is after 9, so all the shops arc 
open and busy. If you are out to buy a 
book, look closely before entering, or 
you may fiud yourself in a butcher’s, 
for they are all alike. There are no 
windows in which to display goods. 
There are merely open spaces under 
the low. pot tiled roofs, each With a 
big square of canvas flapping before 
it, blowing in or out, according to the 
breeze. 

In the shadowy interiors there is lit¬ 
tle dissimilarity. Coming out of the 
sun, you wink hard to see what Is on 
the Uniform lines of shelves and in the 
glass cases standing at regular dis¬ 
tances on the brick or marble floors. 
It would not surprise you if Latin con¬ 
trariness to our usage put small divi¬ 
sions of the precious meat under the 
glass and strung up hats and handker¬ 
chiefs to lie sold by the pound. 

The shopkeepers are all Spaniards 
who have emigrated to the island at 
various times, and they, too, are be- 
wiJderingly alike, with full, florid 
faces, a brush of coarse black hair 
standing up from the forehead, with 
corpulent bodies clothed In thin linen 
trousers and blouse, the sleeves rolled 
to the elbow and the neckband turned 
In till a decollete effect is gained. They 
are nonchalant as to whether you buy 
or go, and if you cannot wait until 
perhaps the master leisurely finishes 
his early cafe con leche, why, adiOs! 

"It is the custom of the country.” 
says the patient Cuban who does wait 
and who smokes while he makes him¬ 
self comforiable against the shelves. 

Shops arc not designated by the pro¬ 
prietor’s name in Cuba. Each is given 
a title. As you stroll along you sin; 
upon the houses’ gay facades signs of 
every hue, with fancy lettering, which 
read: 

"The Pearl of Cuba,” "The Favor- 
ice," rile Novelty,- "The ukumj," 
“The Best of All,” “The Coffee House 
of the Twc Brothers,” “The Bookshop 
of the Two Friends," etc.

The Plaza is the hub of the town. and 
here the movement of an aut hill is 
seen. The palace, with an arcade iu 
stucco, runs along oue side, the clubs 
on another, cafes and some of Lbe prin¬ 
cipal shops on another. Here the band 
plays at night, and the whole town 
strolls and flirts under the palms, fin¬ 
ishing the evening at 9 qt one of the 
cafes where lemonade, gin rickeys and 
the insipid Cuban decoction of white 
of egg, sugar and water are sold.

They are big, 
graceful and fine featured, their chests 
shining through rents m tatterea 
blouses und their dark ankles flashing 
below short, flapping trousers, the Cu¬ 
ban hat turned in a large flare back 
from their faces. 


STATE AID FOR ROADS. 


Wliat the System Hus Done For the 
Farmers of New Jersey. 

Road building by state aid is steadi¬ 
ly increasing in New Jersey, says En¬ 
gineering News. The principal con¬ 
struction has been in the direction of 
roads four, six and eight inches deep, 
as experience has shown that properly 
drained earth is a sufficiently good 
foundation for any road superstnetnre, 
and all that is wanted is enough 
“metal" on the surface to stand up 
under the wear until the roads have to 
be resurfaced. This happens when the 
roads'are subjected to two or three 
inches of wear. To cheaply maintain 
the surface an application of coarse 
sand or gravel and loam containing 
oxide of iron will keep the surface in 
good conoition and make a soft cushion 
for the feet of horses. 

The authorities of New Jersey have 
decided on roads 10, 12 and 14 feet 
wide in the country and 10 feet wide

in the towns as the limits for state aid. 
If the citizens wish wider roads, they 
must do the remaining work at their 
own cost. The roads are now costing 
from 20 to 70 cents per square yard, 
depending on the locality, availability 
of stone, etc. 

Before the advent of Btone roads the 
leading highways, not graveled, were 
almost a bed of sand, and teams carrie - 1 
40 or 50 baskets of produce to Philadel¬ 
phia markets with difficulty Farmers 
shipped produce mainly by railways 
and boats as being the cheaper method. 

The farmers now cart to market 
instead of sending by boat and return 
with from three to five tons of manure, 
and thus effect a large saving. When 
I carting an average load of 150 baskets, 
the farmer saves by the use of his own 
team about $10 per day He also saves 
f a commission of 10 per cent, or about 
$0 on 160 baskets, by marketing bis 
own produce.

A Spot Prom Which No Flouting 
Flask Can Get Away, 

“There is a dead spot in the Carib- 
ean sea,” said the first officer of a* 
Brazilian ship, chatting at the custom¬ 
house the other day, "that ought to 
be called the port of bottles. It lies 
very, nearly midway between Carta¬ 
gena, in Colombia, and Kingston, 
Jamaica, and at a guess 1 should say 
it was due east to Cape Gracias a 
Dios. It is out of the steamer tracks, 
and the action of the great currents 
going one way and another has left a 
space of stagnant water without any 
real movement at all. Anything that 
gets into the dead spot is apt to stay 
tlieie unless driven out by some big 
storm and will simply drift round and 
round, gathering sea grass and barna¬ 
cles. 

The last time 1 saw the place was 
in 1895, when L was on board a tramp 
from Rio that had changed its course 
a little to take up some rubber at a 
Central American port. While we were 
passing through we noticed a spar, and 
among a lot of rubbish attached to it 
was a peculiar looking round object, 
bright red in color. We put off a boat 
to investigate, and it proved to be a 
patent buoy, which had been set adrift 
from a Florida lighthouse station in 
1893, and was part of a systematic at¬ 
tempt to ascertain the speed and di¬ 
rection of currents. Inside was an offi- 
ciatmemorandum, which was afterward 
returned to the navy department with 
data of when and where found. But 
what'is a good deal more interesting 
is the tact that while we wore securing 
the buoy we discovered three bottles 
sticking in the drift, all covered with 
weeds and slime. One was empty, and 
the other two had papers inside. The 
first was a imimorandum that the bot¬ 
tle bad been dropped from a yacht off 
the Grand Cayman in, 1 think, the 
year 1392, and the other inclosure 
showed that it came from a ship bound 
for Montevideo, on what date I forget. 

In each case it was evidently the whim 
of some idle passenger, but it was a 
little odd that we should find the whole 
collection together. 

“I noticed a lot of other driftwood in 
the dead spot, and I am confident that 
no end of bottles could bo culled from 
the place. Hundreds are dropped over¬ 
board every year, but very few escape 
being knocked to pieces unless they 
happen to find their way to some such; 
a still place as I have described.”—New 
Orleans Democrat,
